After  the  dinner,  entertainment  was  pro- 
vided by  the  Meistersingers,  a  small  group 
selected  from  the  Academy's  Glee  Club, 
who  sang  'Oklahoma',  'Miserere',  and  sever- 
al other  numbers.

The  Governor  Dummer  Glee  Club's 
second  concert  of  the  current  season  will  be 
held  at  Abbot  Academy,  where  the  clubs  of 
the  two  schools  will  combine  in  singing 
several  numbers  as  well  as  offering  separate 
selections.  This  year,  for  the  second  time, 
the  Governors  opened  their  activities  for  the 
year  with  a  Christmas  concert  with  the 
Choral  Class  of  the  Winsor  School,  Brook- 
line.  Following  the  Abbot  Academy  concert 
there  will  be  combined  programs  with  the 
Waynflete  School  of  Portland,  Maine,  the 
Bancroft  School  of  Worcester,  and  the  Wal- 
nut Hill  School  of  Natick. 

A  fine  repertory  of  light  and  classical 
music  has  been  selected  for  the  Governor 
Dummer  singers  by  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager, 
their  conductor.  Among  the  numbers  which 
they  will  sing  this  year  are  the  following: 
'My  Chosen  King'  by  Bach;  'Hallelujah'  by 
Handel;  'Listen  to  the  Lambs'  by  Dett; 
' Lands ighting'  by  Grieg;  ' Heda\  a  German 
folk  song;  '  The  Musical  Trust'  by  Clokey; 
'Oklahoma'  by  Rodgers;  and  'Summer time' 
by  Gershwin.  Choral  numbers  to  be  sung 
by  the  Governors  in  combination  with  girls' 
glee  clubs  include  the  following:  'Christ 
Lay  in  Death's  Dark  Prison'  by  Bach; 
'Glory  Be  To  God  in  the  Highest'  by  Per- 
golesi;  'Break  Forth  0  Beauteous  Heavenly 
Light'  by  Bach;  and  choruses  from  the  'Pi- 
rates of  Penzance'  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan. 

The  Meistersingers,  a  group  of  twelve  boys 
chosen  from  regular  Glee  Club,  have  already 
sung  publicly  on  three  occasions.  Their  first 
appearance  occurred  at  a  Bates  College 
alumni  meeting  at  Salem,  their  second  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Boston  alumni  of  Governor 
Dummer  at  the  Harvard  Club,  and  their 
third  at  the  opening  of  the  Red  Cross  drive 
in  Newburyport.  The  next  program  sche- 
duled for  them  will  be  in  connection  with 
the  Firemen's  Show  in  Newburyport. 

Pete  Sutton  is  president  of  the  Glee  Club 
this  year  and  shares  honors  with  Les 
Richard  and  Ben  Pearson  as  the  club's 
soloist.  With  73  members  the  organization 
is  larger  this  year  than  ever  before,  and  a 
highly  successful  season  is  anticipated.

The  Christian  ministry  is  a  great  calling, 
and  Mr.  Cadigan  urged  his  audience  to  give 
it  the  consideration  it  deserves.

The  Governor  Dummer  ski  team,  under 
the  enthusiastic  leadership  of  Coach  Traver, 
is  enjoying  an  expanded  program  of  activity 
this  year.

The  school's 
golf  course  provides  a  good  practice  slope 
on  which  to  prepare  for  these  meets.  Coach 
Traver,  formerly  a  member  of  the  ski  team 
at  Amherst  College,  states  that  the  team  has 
made  considerable  progress  in  the  few  weeks 
when  good  skiing  conditions  prevailed.

MR.  CARRUTH  DISCUSSES  ATOMIC 
POWER  AT  EVENING  MEETING 


At  evening  meeting  on  January  23,  Mr. 
Carruth,  teacher  of  physics  at  the  Acade- 
my, spoke  to  the  student  body  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  atomic  age.  He  pointed  out  that 
this  is  not  so  much  an  atomic  age  as  an  age 
in  which  science  is  pushing  back  the  decimal 
point  by  investigating  the  seemingly  small 
aspects  of  the  greater  discoveries  of  the  past 
three  hundred  years.  Atomic  power  was  a 
foregone  conclusion  back  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  Eighteenth  century  theories  of  the 
sources  and  nature  of  energy  were  confirmed 
by  nineteenth  century  scientific  research, 
and  the  discovery  of  an  actual  method  for 
harnessing  atomic  power  is  merely  an  ex- 
tension of  these  investigations. 

The  advance  of  science,  as  indicated  in 
this  latest  achievement,  is  at  once  wonderful 
and  terrifying;  wonderful  in  the  tools  it 
places  at  man's  disposal,  terrifying  in  that 
social  and  economic  progress  have  not  been 
going  forward  at  an  equal  pace.  A  trip 
around  the  world  requires  a  few  days,  but 
the  varying  stages  of  civilization  to  be  seen 
in  such  a  trip  represent  hundreds  of  years  of 
divergence  in  the  social  habits  of  mankind. 

Practical  uses  for  atomic  energy  in  peace- 
time are  not  hard  to  predict.  One  such  use 
might  be  the  construction  of  central  atomic 
power  plants  from  which  current  could  be 
distributed  to  vast  areas  by  means  of  radio 
broadcasting  methods.

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EDITORIAL 

One  of  the  least  conspicuous  but  most  im- 
portant buildings  on  our  campus  is  the  Noyes 
Library.  Since  its  erection  seventeen  years 
ago  it  has  served  not  only  as  a  reading  and 
reference  room  but  as  the  scene  of  'Uncle 
Tom's'  renowned  English  classes.  The  mem- 
ory of  these  seances  with  chairs  drawn  up 
about  the  great  table,  the  books  looking 
down  from  the  wall  shelves,  a  fire  burning 
in  the  open  hearth,  and  Mr.  Mercer  dis- 
coursing on  the  niceties  of  literature  or  com- 
position will  survive  in  the  minds  of  our 
alumni  when  many  another  memory  has 
faded. 

The  Noyes  Library  was  built  in  1930  in 
memory  of  Edward  Parish  Noyes,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Academy,  for  over  thirty  years 
its  loyal  friend  and  supporter,  and  finally  a 
member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  Captain 
Charles  W.  Brown  donated  the  funds  for 
the  purpose. 


The  collection  of  books  now  housed  in 
this  building  has  been  enlarged  annually, 
not  only  by  school  funds,  but  by  gifts  from 
the  alumni,  friends,  and  students  of  the 
Academy.  Last  year,  for  example,  Dr. 
Arthur  W.  Ewell  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
joined  with  the  Yale  University  Press  in 
donating  a  total  of  twenty-nine  books,  and 
Franc  Skirball,  a  member  of  the  class  of  '43, 
contributed  seventeen  books.  The  collection 
now  includes  about  five  thousand  volumes. 
Some  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  this  is  a 
working  collection  may  be  seen  from  the  fact 
that  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty- 
four  withdrawals  were  registered  during  the 
past  school  year. 

The  library  is  efficiently  managed  by  Mr. 
Ohrn  whose  appeals  for  co-operation  in 
keeping  the  books  accessible  and  in  good 
condition  have  become  a  regular  feature  of 
evening  meetings  at  certain  times  during 
the  year.  Y\  hether  because  of  the  humorous- 
ly compelling  nature  of  these  appeals  or  the 
naturally  co-operative  attitude  of  the  boys 
we  don't  venture  to  say,  but  the  books  are 
faithfully  returned,  and  the  losses  over  the 
seventeen  years  of  the  library's  existence 
have  been  very  slight. 

A  special  salute,  then,  to  a  little  building 
which  does  a  big  job  so  quietly  and  so  well, 
and  to  those  who  are  responsible  for  its 
growth   and   present  usefulness. — J.R.W.

GOVERNORS  UPSET  K.  U.  A. 

IN  HOOP  THRILLER  27-26 


On  January  23,  despite  the  valiant  ef- 
forts of  goalie  Ben  Pearson,  the  Belmont 
Hill  sextet  handed  the  Governors  a  4-0  de- 
feat on  home  ice.  This  was  the  first  loss  of 
the  season  for  the  Red  and  White.
